To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee . 
Gentlemen, 

[ beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  twelfth  annual 
report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  condition  of  the  Borough, 
togetheiqwith  the  tables  containing  vital  statistics  required 
by  the  Local  Government  Board. 

The  diminution  in  the  number  of  notifications  received 
under  the  Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act,  reported  in 
1910,  has  been  maintained  during  1911.  The  general  death- 
rate  and  the  infant  mortality-rate  are,  however,  higher  than 
any  recorded  for  several  years, 
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Population. 

By  the  addition  of  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths  for 
the  three  months  ending  30th  June,  1911,  tc  the  population, 
as  ascertained  at  the  Census  taken  on  1st  April,  the  popula- 
tion of  the  Borough  may  be  estimated  as  33,497  on  the  former 
date.  All  the  statistics  in  this  report  are  based  on  this 
estimate  of  the  population.  The  area  of  the  Borough  is 
3,072  acres,  and  the  density  of  the  population  is  10  9 persons 
per  acre. 

Births. 

1'he  District  Registrars  report  744  births  registered  in 
the  Be  rough , and,  in  ad  iition,  9 births  belonging  to  Hyde 
nave  ueeu  registered  in  other  districts,  making  the  total 
number  of  births  for  the  year  753.  This  is  equal  to  a birth- 
rate of  22-48  per  1000  of  the  population,  and  is  D73  per  1000 
higher  than  in  1910. 

Illegitimate  Births. 

Of  the  28  illegitimate  births  registered,  19  occurred  in 
Hyde,  three  in  Newton,  one  in  Godley,  and  five  in  districts 
outside  the  Borough.

Deaths. 

561  deaths  have  been  registered  in  the  Borough  during 
the  year.  74  deaths  of  persons  belonging  to  Hyde  were  regis- 
tered in  other  districts,  whilst  three  deaths  of  persons 
belonging  to  outside  districts  were  registered  in  Hyde,  so  that 
the  net  deaths  belonging  to  this  district  were  632,  which  is 
equivalent  to  a death-rate  of  18’8  per  1000  of  the  population. 
This  is  the  highest  death-rate  recorded  since  1902.  It  may 
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be  accounted  for  by  the  over-estimation  of  the  population  in 
the  previous  years,  which  became  greater  as  the  time  elapsing 
since  the  previous  census  increased,  by  the  higher  infantile 
mortality  and  by  the  fact  that  for  the  first  time  the  correct 
number  of  persons  belonging  to  the  Borough  who  died  in 
other  districts  has  been  included  in  the  mortality  table. 

xhe  largest  number  of  deaths  was  caused  by  pneumonia, 
diarrhoea,  wasting  diseases,  bronchitis,  phthisis,  heart 
diseases,  and  cancer,  in  the  order  named.

Infant  Mortality. 


The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age 
was  143,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  189-9  per  1000 
births.  Compared  with  1910  the  uumber  of  deaths  is 
increased  by7  41,  and  with  the  average  of  the  past  ten  years  is 
increased  by  4.  The  average  infant  mortality  rate  for  the 
previous  ten  years  is  172-8.

The  infant  mortality  rate  has  not  been  so  high  since  1905. 
The  high  rate  is  accounted  for  by  the  serious  epidemic  of 
diarrhoea,  which  caused  the  deaths  of  37  children  under  one 
year  old.  The  epidemic  was  due  to  the  prolonged  dry  and 
hot  weather  during  the  summer  and  early  autumn  months. 

Special  measures  were  taken  to  combat  the  epidemic  as 
far  as  possible.  The  Sanitary  Inspectors  paid  special  atten- 
tion to  the  cleaning  of  passages  and  back  premises  in  the  more 
crowded  districts,  and  a leaflet  was  printed  and  distributed 
to  every  house  in  the  Borough,  of  which  the  following  is  a 
copy 


SUMMER  DIARRHOEA. 

Diarrhoea  is  an  infectious  disease  which  becomes  more 
prevalent  during  a long-continued  spell  of  hot  weather. 

The  infection  is  generally  introduced  into  the  system  by 
infected  food,  and  can  in  a great  measure  be  prevented  if  the 
following  precautions  are  taken  : — 

All  food  should  be  kept  covered  and  in  a cool  place. 

Milk  intended  for  the  use  of  infants  should  only  be  used 
when  fresh  and  sweet,  and  should  be  stored  in  a covered 
vessel. 

Flies  are  considered  to  be  the  medium  by  which  the  food 
is  most  frequently  infected,  consequently  every  effort  should 
be  made  to  keep  the  house  as  free  from  these  pests  as 
possible. 
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Infants’  feeding  bottles  and  teats  should  be  kept 
scrupulously  clean  by  washing  with  hot  water  and  soda  after 
each  time  of  using.  They  should  also  be  periodically  boiled. 

\ egetable  and  Animal  Refuse  should  not  be  thrown  into 
the  Ashpit  or  Ashbin,  but  should  be  burned. 

All  offensive  accumulations  in  back-yards  and  passages 
should  be.  removed,  and  the  yards  and  passages  frequently 
washed  with  clean  water. 

Ashpits  should  not  be  allowed  to  overflow.  If  reported 
at  the  Town  Hall  they  will  be  immediately  emptied. 

Any  offensive  smell  arising  near  a house,  if  reported  to 
the  Town  Hall,  will  be  enquired  into  and  remedied.

Zymotic  Diseases. 

The  seven  principal  zymotic  diseases  caused  79  deaths 
dining  the  year,  viz.  : — Diarrhoea  52,  measles  13,  diphtheria 
9,  and  enteric  fever  5.  This  is  equal  to  a death-rate  of  2-36 

per  1000  of  the  population,  as  compared  with  1-11  in  1910 
and  -83  in  1909.

Smallpox. 

One  child,  aged  two  years,  was  notified  during  an  out- 
break in  a neighbouring  Borough,  but  after  removal  to 
Hospital  it  was  found  not  to  be  suffering  from  smallpox. 

Diaerrcea. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  diarrhoea  was  52,  of  which 
° ? were  under  one,  seven  between  the  ages  of  one  and  five, 
four  between  45  and  65,  and  four  were  over  65  years  of  age. 
Tins  is  equal  to  a death-rate  of  1-55  per  1000  of  the  popula- 
tion. Compared  with  1910  there  is  an  increase  of  49  deaths 
from  this  cause. 
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Measles. 

Thirteen  deaths  were  registered  from  measles,  giving  a 
death-rate  of  -39  per  1000,  compared  with  18  deaths  and  a 
death-rate  of  -56  in  1910.  All  the  deaths  from  measles  took 
place  in  the  first  three  months  of  the  year. 

Whooping  Cough* 

No  deaths  arose  from  this  cause. 

Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act. 

This  Act  came  into  force  in  the  Borough  on  1st  March, 
1890.  The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  notifications 
of  each  disease  received  during  each  month  of  the  year  under 
the  provisions  of  the  above  Act 
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Compared  with  1910,  the  above  table  shows  an  increase 
of  11  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease.  The  increase 
occurs  in  diphtheria  and  membranous  croup,  there  being  27 
cases  in  1911  compared  with  8 in  1910.

Method  of  Dealing  with  Infectious  Gases. 

On  receipt  of  a notification  the  house  is  immediately 
visited  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  Inquiries  ate  made  as  to 
the  origin  of  infection,  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  premises, 
and  the  means  available  for  isolation  at  home.  When  isola- 
tion at  home  is  impossible  or  undesirable,  the  case  is  removed 
to  Hospital,  and  the  house  and  contents  are  immediately  dis- 
infected. When  isolation  is  carried  out  at  home,  the  house  is 
disinfected  as  soon  as  the  medical  attendant  certifies  that  the 
patient  is  free  from  infection.  School  children  from  infected 
houses  are  not  allowed  to  attend  school  until  after  the  lapse  of 
the  incubation  period,  when  removal  to  Hospital  has  taken 
place,  or  until  after  the  recovery  of  the  patient  when  isolation 

has  been  carried  out  at  home. 

The  Librarian  of  the  Free  Library  is  notified  daily  of  all 
infected  houses.

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  this  cause,  Five  cases  were 
reported  in  each  of  the  months,  March,  November,  and 
December,  the  remaining  sixteen  cases  being  divided  fairly 
equally  over  the  remaining  nine  months  of  the  year. 

Enteric  Fever. 

Five  deaths  were  caused  by  enteric  fever  during  the  year, 
giving  a death-rate  of  *15  per  1000.  No  cases  were  traced  to 
contaminated  water  or  milk  supply.  Of  the  ten  cases 
reported,  six  were  removed  to  Hospital.  Pails  with  air-tight 
covers  are  supplied  to  houses  which  are  net  on  the  water 
carriage  system,  for  the  reception  and  removal  of  typhoid 
excreta. 

Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup. 

Nine  deaths  were  registered  from  this  cause  during  the 
year,  giving  a death-rate  of  -27  per  1000  of  the  population. 
Of  the  27  cases  reported,  twelve  were  removed  to  Hospital. 
Antitoxin  is  supplied  free  of  cost  by  the  Corporation  for  use 
in  the  Borough. 
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Phthisis  and  Other  Tuberculous  Diseases. 

There  were  46  deaths  from  pulmonary  phthisis,  and  ten 
from  other  forms  of  tuberculous  diseases  during  the  year. 
The  phthisis  death-rate  is  equal  to  P37,  and  that  from  other 
forms  of  tuberculous  disease  is  -29  per  1000. 

Nine  cases  have  been  notified  under  Local  Government 
Board  Regulations,  and  seven  have  been  voluntarily  notified, 
each  of  which  has  been  visited,  and  a copy  of  the  leaflet 
printed  below  given  to  the  occupier. 


INSTRUCTIONS  TO  PERSONS  SUFFERING 
FROM  CONSUMPTION. 


Consumption  is  an  Infectious  Disease  which  is  communicated  in  the 
following  way 

The  infection  is  contained  in  the  spit,  or  expectoration,  of  a patient 
suffering  from  the  disease.  The  expectoration  is  deposited  on  floors, 
walls,  clothes,  handkerchiefs,  etc.,  where  it  dries  and  gets  mixed  with 
dust,  and  is  blown  about  in  the  air.  This  infected  dust  is  inhaled  by 
healthy  persons,  and  produces  Consumption  in  their  Lungs. 

The  following  precautions  should  therefore  be  taken  by  Persons 
suffering  from  Consumption,  to  prevent  the  infection  of  others. 

They  should  not  spit  on  the  floor  or  walls  of  any  living-room,  work- 
shop, railway  carriage,  or  in  any  place  where  people  assemble.  At  home 
they  should  spit  in  a piece  of  paper  or  rag,  and  immediately  throw  this 
into  the  fire.  A cup  containing  water  may  be  used,  which  should  be 
frequently  emptied  into  the  [drains  outside  the  house,  and  before  being 
used  again  the  cup  should  be  thoroughly  cleansed  with  boiling  water. 

When  away  from  home  a pocket  spittoon,  with  a tight  fitting  cover, 
should  be  used,  or  the  expectoration  deposited  in  pieces  of  tissue  paper, 
rolled  up  aud  burned  before  the  spit  becomes  dry. 

All  eating  utensils  should  be  thoroughly  washed  in  boiling  water  before 
being  used  by  another  person. 
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Persons  suffering  from  Consumption  should  not  kiss  on  the  lips. 

Rooms  occupied  by  consumptive  persons  should  be  kept  throughly 
clean,  and  as  much  fresh  air  and  light  admitted  to  them  as  possible. 

Clothes  soiled  with  expectoration  should  be  washed  and  boiled. 

As  soon  as  it  becomes  known  that  a person  is  suffering  from 
Consumption,  the  rooms  occupied  by  the  patient  should  be  thoroughly 
disinfected.  This  will  be  done  free  of  cost,  or,  if  the  householder  desires 
to  do  the  work  himself,  directions  will  be  given.  When  once  the  rooms 
have  been  thoroughly  disinfected  and  cleaued,  it  is  easy  to  keep  them  so 
by  washing  the  floors  frequently  with  soap  and  water,  and  dusting  them 
every  day  with  a wet  duster,  so  as  to  prevent  infectious  dust  being 
scattered  about  the  room. 

The  walls  of  a room  occupied  b>  a consumptive  patient  should  be 
rubbed  down  with  dough  every  three  months. 

A consumptive  patient  and  his  clothes  should  be  kept  scrupulously 
clean. 

The  commonest  conditions  which  render  persons  liable  to  contract 
Consumption  are  overcrowding,  damp  rooms,  want  of  fresh  air  and 
ventilation,  and  want  of  light,  therefore  all  these  conditions  should  be 
avoided  as  far  as  possible. 

A consumptive  person  leaving  a house  should  notify  the  fact  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  so  that  it  may  be  disinfected  before  being 
occupied  by  another  tenant.

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Acute  Respiratory  Diseases. 

One  hundred  and  sixteen  deaths  were  attributed  to  acute 
disease  of  the  lungs,  viz.  : Pneumonia  34,  Bronchitis  48,  and 
Broncho-pneumonia  34.  In  1910  these  diseases  caused  93 
deaths,  and  in  1909,  the  deaths  numbered  98.  The  death- 
rate  from  these  diseases  is  equal  to  3 4 per  1000.  Eighteen 
deaths  occurred  in  children  under  one  year  of  age,  and  in 
32  instances  the  ages  was  over  65. 

Coroner’s  Inquests. 

Forty  one  deaths  formed  the  subject  of  investigation  bv 
the  Coroner,  making  6-4  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths  for  the 
year.

Isolation  Hospital. 

Forty-three  cases  of  infectious  diseases,  have  been 
isolated  and  treated  in  the  Hyde  Isolation  Hospitals  during 
the  year,  and  in  addition  to  these  two  suspicious  cases  were 
received  for  observation  Twenty-three  of  these  cases  were 
scaret  fever,  twelve  diphtheria,  six  enteric  fever,  one  erysipelas 
and  one  smallpox.

Two  cases  of  diphtheria  from  outside  districts  died  in 
the  Hospital  during  the  year. 
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The  Hospital  and  administrative  buildings  have  been 
painted  and  decorated  during  the  year.  The  lighting  is  at 
present  somewhat  defective,  the  incandescent  gas  fittings 
seem  to  be  worn  out  and  ineffective.  A renewal  of  these 
fittings  would  soon  save  their  cost  by  reducing  the  consump- 
tion of  gas. 

Offensive  Trades. 

There  is  only  one  offensive  trade  carried  on  in  the 
Borough,  viz.  : Tripe-boiling.  Seven  establishments  carry  on 
this  trade.  They  have  been  regularly  inspected  during  the 
year,  and  have  been  found  clean  and  kept  according  to  the 
bye-laws.  No  complaints  have  been  received  as  to  nuisances 
arising  from  any  of  them. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops’  Order. 

The  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Order  came  into 
force  on  2nd  October,  1899.  There  are  49  persons  registered 

as  cowkeepers,  and  19  registered  milkshopi  in  the  Borough. 
Slaughterhouses. 

There  are  26  registered  slaughter-houses,  all  of  which 
have  been  regularly  visited  whilst  slaughtering  was 
proceeding. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  are  three  common  lodging  houses,  which  provide 
accommodation  for  85  lodgers.  The  structural  arrangements 
of  these  houses  are  imperfect,  they  are  difficult  to  keep  clean 
and  are  badly  ventilated. 

Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  is  obtained  from  the  reservoirs  of  the 
Manchester  Corporation,  situated  at  Woodhead.  The  supply 
for  trade  purposes  is  obtained  from  the  reservoirs  of  the 
Corporation,  situated  at  Gee  Cross. 
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Unsound  Meat. 

No  unsound  meat  was  discovered  for  sale  during  the 
year.  The  amount  of  tuberculous  meat  voluntarily 
surrendered  and  destroyed  was  5cwt.  Iqr.  The  meat  shops 
and  stalls  in  the  market  are  visited  weekly  by  the  inspector. 
There  is  no  inspector  with  a special  certificate  for  meat 
inspection. 

Industries. 

The  chief  industries  are  cotton  manufacturing,  boiler 
making,  calico  printing,  hat  manufacturing,  margarine 
making,  indiarubber  works,  leather  dressing,  and  printing. 

Adoptive  Acts. 

In  addition  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act 
before-mentioned,  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act, 
and  Private  Street  Works  Act,  1892,  are  in  force  in  the 
Borough. 

Insanitary  Property. 

The  following  list  of  back  to  back  houses  should  be 
converted  so  as  to  provide  thorough  ventilation  : —

Nos.  151  and  153,  Back  Lane,  and  two  houses  behind. 
No.  33,  Croft  Street,  and  house  behind.

The  yard  belonging  to  this  property 
should  be  re-arranged,  the  ashpit  should  be  done  away  with 
and  ashbins  provided.  More  closet  accommodation  should  be 
provided.  There  are  only  two  closets  to  supply  eight  houses. 

Nos.  3 and  5,  Catherine  Street. 

No.  14,  Godley  Hill. 

The  following  property  has  been  put  in  a sanitary 
condition  during  the  year 

No.  55,  Mottram  Old  Road,  two  back  to  back  houses  have 
been  converted  to  one  house  with  through  ventilation. 

No.  32,  Ridling  Lane,  and  house  behind. 

No.  6,  Queen  Street,  and  1,  Unsworth  Court. 

One  cellar  dwelling  in  Acorn  Lane  has  been  closed. 

The  ashpit  accommodation  in  Charles  Street  and  George 
Street  has  been  improved.  Ashbins  on  Quine’s  system  have 
been  supplied  to  28  of  the  houses,  which  are  very  satisfactory. 
The  remaining  seventy-nine  have  been  fitted  with  imitation 
system  which  I am  afraid  will  not  be  so  satisfactory.  The 
common  passage,  which  formerly  served  as  an  ashpit  to  the 
two  rows  of  houses  should  now  be  paved. 

Four  privies  have  been  converted  to  water  closets  during 
the  year,  viz.  186  to  192,  Mottram  Road. 

Four  privies  have  been  converted  to  pail  closets,  viz. : — 

Hyde  Hall  2 closets 

Clough  Fold 1 „ 

Lofty  Top 1 ,, 

There  are  approximately  6888  closets  on  the  water 
carriage  system,  and  93  pail  closets  and  154  privies  in  the 
Borough. 
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Refuse  Removal. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  a staff  of  men  under  the 
supervision  of  Mr.  Shawcroft,  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector, 
with  horses  and  carts  belonging  to  the  Corporation. 

The  Inspector  reports  that  6,206  ashpits,  also  15,217 
ashbms  have  been  emptied,  6,898  loads  of  refuse  have  been 
taken  to  the  destructor  during  the  year.

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SUMMARY  OF  SANITARY  WORK  DURING  1911. 
Adoptive  Acts. 

The  following  Adoptive  Acts  are  in  force  in  the  Borough  : 
Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act,  Private  Street  Works 
Act  (1892),  Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment)  Act.  The 
Notification  of  Births  Act  is  not  in  force. 

Bye-Laws 

Bye-laws  are  in  force  relating  to  new  streets  and 
buildings,  common  lodginghouses,  slaughterhouses,  cleansing 
of  footways  and  pavements,  offensive  trades  and  nuisances. 

Milk  Supply. 

The  number  of  registered  cowsheds  in  the  Borough  is 
49,  and  there  are  19  milkshops.  The  cowsheds  have  been 
inspected  39  times  during  the  year,  and  the  milkshops  25 
times.  One  notice  was  served  for  non-compliance  with  the 
regulations,  and  no  legal  action  was  taken 

Food  Inspection. 

There  are  26  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  district, 
which  have  been  inspected  114  times  during  the  year.  There 
has  also  been  a systematic  weekly  inspection  of  all  the  meat 
shops  and  meat  stalls  in  the  Market. 

Water  Supply. 

A constant  supply  of  water  is  obtained  from  the 
Manchester  Corporation  Woodhead  supply.  The  higher 
parts  of  Newton  and  Gee  Cross  do  not  yet  derive  their  supply 
from  this  source.  Additional  works  are  now  in  progress,  and 
are  almost  completed  to  supply  these  parts  of  the  Borough 
with  Woodhead  water.  There  have  been  no  complaints  of 
the  action  of  lead,  and  no  samples  have  been  analysed  during 
1911. 
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Pollution  of  Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  only  stream  in  the  Borough  receiving  sewage  is 
Wilson  Brook,  which  receives  the  sewage  from  about  six 
houses  in  Godley.  Negotiations  are  now  in  progress  for  the 
termination  of  this  nuisance. 

Sewerage. 

No  new  sewers  have  been  constructed  during  1911. 
There  are  20  miles,  3 furlongs,  and  21  yards  of  public  main 
sewers,  and  11  miles  5 furlongs  66  yards  of  private  street 
sewers  in  the  Borough. 

Sewage  Disposal. 

The  sewage  is  treated  on  the  Bacteriological  system  with 
the  Candy-Whittaker  automatic  filter.  There  have  been  no 
complaints  at  the  outfall  works,  and  no  special  action  has 
been  taken  during  1911. 


Scavenging. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Corporation.  The 
approximate  number  of  midden  privies  in  the  district  is  154, 
dry  ashpits  2.601,  pail  closets  93,  dustbins  1,450,  and 
cesspools  16.  The  midden  privies,  dry  ashpits,  and  cesspools 
are  emptied  as  frequently  as  necessary,  and  the  pail  closets 
and  dustbins  weekly. 

Housing. 

Thirty-four  new  houses  have  been  built  during  1911.  655 

dwelling  houses  have  been  inspected  under  S 17  Act  of  1909, 
none  of  which  w7ere  consdered  unfit  for  habitation,  48  defects 
were  remedied  without  closing  orders  being  made.  The 
estimated  number  of  houses  within  limits  of  rent  in  S 14  of 
Act  of  1909  is  7,374,  The  approximate  number  of  back  to 
back  houses  in  the  district  is  40.  There  is  one  cellar 
dwelling. 
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Midwives  Act  Administration. 

There  have  been  twenty-six  names  of  midwives 
practising  in  the  Borough  of  Hyde  on  the  register  during  1911. 

According  to  the  midwives’  case  books  697  have  been 
attended  by  them  during  the  year,  in  117  cases  medical  help 
was  received,  and  35  still-births  were  notified. 

Four  cases  of  puerperal  fever  were  notified  in  the  practise 
of  one  midwife.  Three  of  these  cases  were  notified  on  the 
s a m e da\,  and  th  e remaining  one  on  the  day  following.  The 
midwife  was  directed  to  cease  practising,  and  was  sent  to  the 
Hospital,  with  all  her  clothes,  appliances,  etc.,  and  was  there 
thoroughly  disinfected.  No  other  case  arose.  They  have  all 
been  regularly  visited,  their  methods  of  practice  investigated, 
and  nothing  has  been  discovered  which  could  be  objected  to.
